To the Trustees of Rockford College: 


The President has the honor to submit the following report: 


The college has been closed twice this year on account of the 
influenza. The first interruption dates from October 12 to Novem- 
ber 5—exactly three and a half calendar weeks; the second began 
on Thursday, December 12, a week before the time announced for 
the Christmas vacation. The new term was opened on schedule 
time. Most fortunately, we have had no serious cases of the 
disease. The attitude of the student-body was admirable and 
the loss of students comparatively slight—seven house students 
and two day students. 


By a careful re-adjustment only one week for college work has 
been lost during the year.

8 President’s Report 


The total number of students in the collegiate department is 
eighteen less than it was last year and twenty-nine less than it 
was two years ago, the banner year in attendance. The drop in 
number of house students last year was largely made up by the 
increase in day students. This year we have the same number of 
day students that we had two years ago (forty-eight as over 
against sixty last year). The drop in this respect is due to the 
fact that several day students have become house students and a 
number of them have found it necessary, for financial reasons, 
to continue work which they began in the summer. 


The senior class is the largest in the history of the college. It 
numbers twenty-seven. The freshman class is smaller by forty 
students than it was two years ago, whereas the total enrollment 
is smaller by only twenty-nine. This shows that there has been 
a greater loss in the freshman class than in the upper classes. 
The fact that the number of college specials is decreasing (twenty- 
two this year as opposed to thirty-three two years ago) is also 
favorable; it shows that more and more students are taking such 
a course as will enable them to become candidates for degrees. 


The course leading to the degree of Bachelor of Arts has gained 
this year decidedly over the regular science course and the voca- 
tional work. Otherwise the list of candidates for degrees, certi- 
ficates, and diplomas is not noticeably different this year. The 
two candidates for the certificate in Secretarial work, given at the 
end of two years’ work, are the last students left in the college 
who entered under the old system, which was discontinued two 
years ago. The total number of old students this year is eleven 
more than it was two years ago, the banner year. This shows 
that in spite of the total decrease, there is a greater tendency on 
the part of the students to return than has been evident before. 


The last table in the report shows that the Faculty ruling of 
last spring allowing the students two free elective units instead of 
requiring all electives to be of academic rank, was greatly needed. 
The circumstances show that the high schools are not preparing 
students as thoroughly for college work as they have done in the 
past. Nevertheless, the college has so far been able to make 
adequate provision for the deficiency, so that the standard of 


work has not been lowered. LORENA M. CHURCH

He intends to develop the college along the 
lines already established in this administration, in that an all- 
around cultural education will be offered here in connection with 
vocational work. He believes in the small college, he believes in 
a woman’s college, he believes especially in Rockford College and 
its future.
